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THE FORTY-FOURTH SESSION 

WEDNESDAY, SEPT 16. 1914. 

The Southwest Missouri Annual Conference met in the forty-fourth annual 
session, in the M. E. Church, South, ^ City of Clinton, Missouri, September 16, 
1914, Bishop E. R. Hendrix, presiding. 

The Bishop announced the 309th hymn in the Hymnal, “Amazing Grace, 
How Sweet the Sound,” and led in a fervent and impressive prayer, after 
which he read a selection from the eleventh chapter of Hebrews, upon which 
he dwelt in an earnest exhortation. 

The roll was called by C. C. Woods, Secretary of last Conference, and a 
large attendance of the membership was noted. (See roll). C. C. Woods was 
then elected secretary and asked for the election of the usual assistants, which 
was granted, and their names are duly reported elsewhere. 

The hours for meeting and adjournment were fixed at 8:30 a. m. and 12:00 m. 

The Presiding Elders presented their report, nominating the usual com- 
mittees, which was adopted. 

C. H. Briggs offered the following resolution which was adopted. (See 
paper “A”). 

C. C. Woods made several general announcements, after which Rev. P. M. 
Burton made a special call for payment of the Home Mission Fund still due 
from several charges. 

W. P. Buckner offered a resolution touching report of Board of Missions 
of last year, to which a substitute was offered- by C. H. Briggs, which was 
adopted. (See report “B”). (By further action the (Conference rescinded the 
last clause of the report of Board of Missions of last year). 

Reports? from various connectional boards and interests were presented to 
the Conference and referred to appropriate -boardis and committees without 
reading, except one concerning the Laymen’s Missionary Movement and one 
from the Educational Commission ordered by the General Conference, together 
with a supplementary letter from Bishop W. A. Candler. 

Rev. Dr. Stonewall Anderson, Secretary of Education, was then introduced 
and addressed the Conference upon the important interests by him represented. 

A report was received from the Missouri Conference calling attention to the 
Centennial of Missouri Methodism, in 1916, suggesting a joint observance by 
the several conferences of the State. On motion of C. C. Woods it was received 
and a special commission was ordered to consider the matter and confer with 
the other Conferences. The committee to be appointed by the chair. 

Dr. J. D. Hammond, President of Paine College, was introduced and addressed 
the Conference in a most earnest plea for the great cause of education among 
the people of the C. M. E. Church. To his appeal a number of the brethren 
responded in a donation, which, although cheerfully given, was not large. 

Bishop' called the twenty-second question: “Are all the preachers blame^ 
less in life and official administration?” M. Adkisson, M. Bahrenburg, W. A. 
Brewer, J. T. Caldwell, J. A. Castell, W. B. Cobb, W. T. Eastwood, J. L. Hagler, 
if. E. Harney, H. D. Hogan, J. T. Loyall, J. A. Matthews, H. I. Miller, J. G. L. 
Mitchell, A. G. Moore, W. M. McAllister, W. L. McGuire, L. P. Norfleet, J. W. 
Ogden, T. B. Payne, J. P. Pike, J. C. Shackelford, D. I. Slipher, Joab Spencer, 
J. D. Wood, and W. F. Briggs were called, their characters passed and they 
were referred to the committee for the superanuate relation, except G. J. War- 
ren, who goes on the effective list; J. M. Clark, T. M. Cobb, T. P. Cobb, C. M. 
Davenport, N. M. Dowdy, J. W. Ezell, J. W. Howell, J. C. Morris and C. W. 
Scarritt were called, their characters passed and they referred to the commit- 
lee for the supernumerary relation; W. H. Heslar going on the effective list. 

The names of Rev. Joseph King, W. D. Stewart, L. H. Vandiver, L. B. 
Edwards and W. B. Palmore were called and referred to the committee on 
memoirs, they having died during the year. 

Several changes in committees were made by request, after which the 
Joplin District Quartette rendered a selection. 

After usual announcements the Conference adjourned. 
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THURSDAY MORiNING— SECOND DAY. 

Conference met pursuant to adjournment and was opened with religious 
'Services consisting of hymn 91 and prayer hy Dr. C. F. Reid, which was followed 
by hymn 492, “Oh! for a closer walk with God.” 

The Bishop read a selection from the eleventh chapter of Hebrews and 
gave an instructive discussion of the character of Jacob, emphasizing the value 
of genealogical records. 

Roll of absentees was called and a number were found, present in addition to 
those on yesterday. Upon motion by C. C. Woods further calling of the roll was 
dispensed with. 

Minutes were read and with some slight corrections approved. 

J. T. Pritchett and T. M. Cobb were appointed with W. T. McClure as 
chairman to co-operate with a like commission from other conferences touch- 
ing the Centennial of Missouri Methodism in 1916. 

Several Connectional visitors were introduced, to-wdt: Drs. C. F. Reid, T. N 
ivey, W. D. Bradfield, C. D. Bulla and Albert Bushnell. 

Question number one was called: “Who are admitted on trial?” and Floyd 

Richard Chapman, Walter Earl Hill, Ernest Delbert Baker, John Arthur Brown 
and William Edward Brown from the Nevada District; Lewis Francis Filewood 
and Claude Bridenthal from the Joplin District; Jesse Jackson Copeland, Frank 
Milton Price and John Marion Lewis from the Springfield District, having passed 
the committees were admitted on trial. 

The Bishop called question ten: “What traveling preachers are elected 

Deacons?” William James Cox, Henry Grady Catlin and John Elisha Cox having 
passed the proper examination were elected to Deacon’s Orders. And with 
George Bertram Snapp and Ernest Clay Webb were advanced to the class of 
third year. 

The brethren to be ordained were called to the bar of the Conference and 
duly admonished by the Bishop as to the propriety of fasting and prayer before 
the reception of orders. 

The Bishop called question twelve: “What Local Preachers are elected 

Deacons?” Answer: James Russell Brown from the Lexington District; Floyd 
Richard Chapman and Walter Earl Hill from the Nevada District; Frank Milton 
Price and Ottie Sims Firestone from the Springfield District, and Edward Love 
Kirk were duly elected. 

The Bishop announced that with the close of this Conference he will have 
ordained more than fourteen hundred men in the ministry of the M. E. Church 
South. 

Bishop called question sixteen: “What Local Preachers are elected Elders?" 
Answer: None. 

The name of James Dotrie was called and he was continued in the same class. 

Question fourteen: “What traveling preachers are elected Elders?” An- 
swer: Ernest Clay Webb, Henry L. DuPree, Harry Crouch Green, Robert 

Martyr Hawkins, Mark Crowberger Magers, Walter Henry Smith, Griffin Lacy. 
Ross Crook, these having passed the committees were elected to Elders’ orders* 
J. L. Proflatt and George Washington Ellis were continued in the class of the 
fourth year. 

Dr. C. F. Reid, of the Layman’s Missionary Movement was introduced and 
addressed the Conference. 

Bishop E. R. Hendrix made a most impressive address, touching Central Col- 
lege and his relation thereto, and introduced Paul H. Linn, President of Central 
College, who made a forceful plea for that great institution, in response to 
which a subscription was received amounting to $10,026.00. 

On motion the time was extended to hear remarks from Dr. T. N. Ivey, editor 
of the Nashville Christian Advocate. And Dr. Albert Bushnell, Superintendent 
’of the Kansas City District of the Anti-Saloon League. 

After the usual announcements the Doxology was sung and the Benediction 
pronounced by Dr. J. E. Godbev', of the St. Louis Conference. 
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FRIDAY MORNING— .THIRD DAY. 

The session was opened by religious services as follows: Song No. 19. 

“Ck)me Thou Fount of Every Blessing.” 

Prayer by W. H. Winton. Song No. 461. 

“How Firm a Foundation” 

was then sung, after which the Bishop read the Scripture lesson from the latter 
part of the fiftieth chapter of Genesis and the 22nd verse of the eleventh chap- 
ter of Hebrews, and addressed the conference on the subject, “A Man of Vision 
as a Patriot.” 

Minutes of previous session were read, corrected and approved. 

C. C. Woods made a few remarks referring to his services of some fifty 
years in the conference, the death of the late W. B. Palmore, his connection 
with St. Louis Christian Advocate and requested for the first time in fifty years 
to be excused from the Conference, on account of other matters which demanded 
his attention. 

The arrival of Z. M. Williams, president of Central College for Women, 
Lexington, Missouri, was announced. 

After a few general announcements Rev^ A. C. Zumbrunnen, University 
Pastor of the M. E. Church, South, Columbia, was introduced to the Conference 
and spoke in the interests of the work there. 

Dr. W. D. Bradfield, Educational Commissioner for the Southern Methodist 
University, Dallas, Texas, addressed the Conference in the interests of the 
educational work. 

Upon motion the names of T. P. Cobb and S. P. Cay ton were added to the 
Committee on Memoirs. 

Rev. A. F. Ragatz. secretary of the American Bible Society was introduced 
to the Cpnference and represented the interests of that society. The Bishop 
supplemented his address with a few remarks concerning the use of the Bible 
by the Japanese soldiers and marines. 

Under Question 22, the Bishop requested the presiding elders as their names 
were called, to rise and remain standing as he called the names of the preachers 
of the district, the presiding elder answering briefiy for each pastor, who was 
absent and requested' that the pastors present, as their names were called, make 
their reports briefly.

The names of B. A. Powell and H. P. Jones were called and the Bishop 
announced that they had taken work in the foreign mission field, the former In 
Korea, and the latter in Japan. 

The Bishop called the class to he admitted into full connection to the bar 
of the Conference and after delivering to them a strong address propounded the 
disciplinary questions and they were duly admitted.

With a view to adjourning Monday morning in time for the outgoing train 
the Conference on motion fixed the hour of opening at 8 o’clock. 

Rev. C. A. Powers made the announcements for the various pulpits for the 
Sunday services. After other announcements the Doxology was sung and the 
benediction was pronounced by J. B. Ellis.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF EDUCATION. 

Dr. Stonewall Anderson, Secretary of our Board of Education, was before us 
and reported the work of the Board. We heartily approve the plan to standardize 
all our schools. 

Dr. W. D. Bradfield represented the Southern Methodist University located at 
Dallas. Its adoption by the Commission of Education appointed by the last Gen- 
eral Conference as one of the two connectional universities to be founded and 
fostered by the Church, places it before us in an important sense as our own 
university; and we commend it to our young people desiring university work and 
especially to young preachers seeking theological training. 

^ Dr. Paul H. Einn, President, spoke of the work of Central College, and 
especially of the endowment campaign. By a heroic effort the desired goal of an 
adequate endowment can be reached .this fall. We are gratified to learn of an 
increased enrollment at the opening of the present term. We recommnd that J. 
Percy Huston and Grank Groves be elected curators for a regular term and A. R. 
Strother to fill a vacancy caused by the resignation of C. C. Selecman. 

Central College for women has had another prosperous year. By the death 
of Dr. W. B. Palmore, the income from the valuable farm which he gave to the 
College, becomes available for endowment, making the productive endowment 
nearly $65,000. Subscriptions have also been secured amounting to $25,000. Some 
time ago plans were projected for the raising of $200,000 for endowment. Of 
this about $90,000 has been secured and it is the wish of the Curators to press 
the campaign for raising the remainder as rapidly as practicable. 

We recommend that Z. M. Williams be elected a Curator to fill the vacancy 
occasionetl by the death of W. B. Palmore, and that Howard J. Vrooman and E. M. 
Taubman be elected Curators for a term of three years. 

Secretary. 

We request the Bishop to appoint Z. M. Williams President and P. E. Gordon 

Dr. Louis C. Perry, President, represented the work of Scarritt-Morrisville 
College. He has great hopes of the New Industrial Department, and desires the 
support and co-operation of the Church to make successful this plan to enable 
many worthy young people to obtain an education. Efforts are being made to 
standardize the work so that Scarritt-Morrisville College can become a classified 
college. 

We recommend that C. E. Ruyie, Sim Beam, L. F. Shook, W. H. Winton and 
.1. W. Henderson be elected Curators for a term of three years. We request the 
Bishop to appoint I^uis C. Perry, President, and F. A. Culmer, Professor. 

The Preachers’ Institute continues to do high-class work and to render val- 
uable assistance to the preachers of Missouri. We would urge a larger patronage 
and a heartie co-operation. We recommend that C. H. Briggs, W. G. Beasley and 
.1. F. Caskey be elected members of the Executive Committee for the next four 
years. We request the Bishop to apimint J. F. Caskey Conference Secretary of 
Education. 

A. C. Zumbrunnen was before the Board to represent his work as student 
pastor at the University of Missouri. Realizing the need of this work we recom- 
ment a small appropriation for it and that J. T. Pritchett and Perry S. Rader be 
appointed commissioners to confbr with like commissioners from the Missouri and 
St. I^uis Conferences and report in 1915 a plan for the continuance of this work. 

We recommend that an assessment of $5250 be made for the work of education 
as follows:

Report of the General Secretary.

S7,862 copies; which is evidence of the growing interest in the deservedly popu- 
lar publications of the General Board. New editions beginning with the first of 
January, 1915, will be a magazine for teachers of the graded lessons, a Workers 
Council, designed for pastors and Sunday School workers; the. Missionary Mes- 
senger, a leaf containing items and a program for missionary day. These should 
be in order for the first quarter. The enlargement of the Visitor the issue of the 
Little People’s Monthly, and change of the Home Department Quarterly to a 
:iionthly we consider a wise move. 

Teacher rniiiiing. 

Southern Methodism is still abreast in this important field of Sunday School 
work of w'hich they were the originators, and have added a correspondence 
course for pastors and superintendents, which may be of great help to them. 
Consult Dr. H. M. Hammill, of Nashville, Tenn., Superintendent of Teacher 
Training. 

Bible Classes. 

The Wesley Bible Class Department under the efficient management of Dr. 
Charles Bulla is increasing in numbers and usefulness. We urge that all our 
Bible classes organize and enroll in this department. 

Children’s Day. 

We call special attention to the Book of Discipline, Paragraph 264, which re- 
quires all money collected in Sunday Schools for Missions to be reported as a 
separate fund, and paragraph 265 which changes Children’s Day from the third 
Sunday in May to the fourth Sunday in April. 

Offering. 

The Birthday Offering in the Sunday Schools to create a Loan Fund to he 
used by the Board of ChurchExtension for building churches, especially adapted 
to Sunday School work, is increasing in amount and usefulness.

Your Committee on Books and Periodicals beg leave to submit the following 
report: 

The various interests of the St. Louis Advocate were presented by Dr. C. C. 
W’oods and C. C. Berry, and from the information gathered, we embody the 
following, which shall be denominated as Report No. 1 : 

By the last will and testament of our lamented Dr. \V. B. Palmore, the St. 
l^uis Christian Advocate has become the property of our three Annual Confer- 
ences in Missouri. In virtue of this new interest entrusted to our management 
i),nd direction, it behooves every member of our Conference to put forth his best 
efforts to increase the number of suibscribers to the paper. We believe to aid 
in the spiritual development of the Church, as w^ell as to increase the breadth of 
the financial views of our entire membership, no better step can be taken by the 
pastor than to put a copy of the Advocate in every home of the Church. Just 
now in the transition in the affairs of the paper, and especially under the general 
linancial depression that prevails over the country, it behooves the preachers, in 
the interests of their own property, to vigorously press the increase of the paper’s 
circulation; especially so, as our superannuated preachers and widows and or- 
phans are to get the benefit of any fund that may be raised thereby. It ought 
not to be a difficult matter to get twenty-five thousand subscribers to the paper in 
Missouri, provided every preacher would interest himself as he should. While 
we greatly lament the death of Dr. Palmore, we are thankful to God for his long 
and useful career among us. We appreciate the generous love that prompted 
him to give all he had to the Church, and we shall hold his memory as sacred 
and as one of the hallowed treasures of our brotherhood. But while we thus 
remember him and sincerely deplore his passing, this is no time to spend our 
opportunity in unavailing regrets. We must get to the work before us. Our 
own Dr. C. C. Woods, as executor of the will of Dr. Palmore, and by appointmen; 
of the trustees named in that will, has been placed in charge of the Advocate. 
He has for a number of years done practically all of the editorial work. He has 
shown his ability to hold the paper up to a high standard, and our confidence 
that he will direct it for our very best interest, is unlimited. Dr. Arthur Mather, 
d forcible and fiuent writer, and also an expert accountant, comes in as Assistant, 
and there is every reason to believe that the paper will be better than ever be- 
fore. We suggest that an offer of a special rate of $1.50 per annum be offered 
to new subscribers, and that the old rate of $1.00 be permanently discontinued. 
As the Advocate becomes our own property, we think the preachers should not 
charge a per cent of the amounts received for it. Let us rally vigorously to the 
support of this great interest, and with one accord and one purpose, do our ut- 
most for the continued success of the Advocate. We recommend that Dr. C. H. 
Briggs be elected as editorial advisor from this Conference. 

Report No. 2. 

Dr. Ivey, editor of the Nashville Christian Advocate, and W. C. Everett, man- 
ager of the Dallas Publishing House, were before your Committee and represented 
their respective interests. 

The report of the Publishing Agents was also before us, and a comparison 
of the report with those of previous years, shov/s that there has been a large 
increase in the volume of business over that of last year. 

We are glad to report that as a result of the increased business of our 
Publishing House for the past year, the agents have been able to turn in to the 
Treasurer of our Superannuate fund of the Church the sum of $15, 000. 00, or fifty 
per cent more than that of last year. 

This report further shows that the various periodicals published by our 
C'hurch are increasing in circulation and growing in popularity. 

We would especially emphasize the need, and urge upon the Presiding Elder.s 
and pastors, the vital importance of increasing the circulation of our General 
Organ. The statistical reports disclose the sad fact that there are only one 
hundred and forty copies of the Connectional Organ, taken in this Conference.

Your Board has been materially handicapped in its work, by reason of the 
fact that our Leagues throughout the Conference have not observed the order 
of the General Board for sending one-half of the moneys collected on Anniversary 
Day to the Conference Epworth League Board, for the extension of League work 
Avithin the bounds of the Annual Conference, and would urge that the pastors see 
to it that this is done in the future. 

We are gratified to note the increased interest in the work of the Epworth 
League throughout the connection and would urge upon our brethren a continued 
loyalty to all its interests. 

The Epworth Era has come to be a stronger and more helpful factor in the 
development of the religious life of our young people, and its various depart- 
/ ments cannot fail to be very helpful to all who read it and endeavor to profit 
by it. 

We would call attention to the change in the financial plan of the General 
Board in substituting an assessment of two dollars and fifty cents per annum for 
each chapter in lieu of the ten cent assessment, and urge that as early in the year 
as practicable this amount be raised and sent to the Central Office.

AMERICAN BIBLE SOCIETY. 

Dear Brethren: — It would be superfluous for this committee to plead before 
this Conference in behalf of the American Bible Society, for in a general way w^e 
all know that the church at large is to a great extent dependent upon the Bible 
Society for her efficient work at home and abroad, yet we fear that deflnite 
knowledge is lacking, therefore, we submit the following facts and recommenda- 
tions for our mutual consideration. 

The Bible Society last year distributed more than flve and one-fourth million 
copies of Holy Scriptures. The Bible was sent to Missouri printed in fifty-four 
languages. 

The society maintains in part or in whole more than a score of missionaries 
and colporteurs in this state, a fair proportion of whom belong to our denomina- 
tion. 

Large annual appropriations are made to our connectional boards which in 
some degree are gauged by the amount of the offering the church returns to the 
society. It is therefore not surprising that the recent General Conference 
urgently appealed to every preacher in our church to make a faithful effort to 
increase the offering of his charge for this cause. 

In addition to this official action there is at this time special need for in- 
creased offerings. Last yfear the Bible Society receipts fell far short of actual 
outlay. Retrenchment has been ordered all along the line and unless the 
friends of this society rally to the cause, results will be disastrous to the church 
in both her home and foreign fields. 

We, your Committee on the Bible Society, therefore, recommend: 

That a Sunday be observed and an offering be taken from every church, 
and we suggest for this cause the second Sunday in January. 

Also that we assure the management of the American Bible Society that w-e 
will with great pleasure hear the Centennial Celebration plans with a view to 
co-operation.

We recommend with all urgency that every effort be put forth to enlighten 
our people as to the importance of the County Unit Bill to be voted on at the fall 
election, and that w'e use every proper means to defeat the Home Rule Amend- 
ment that is to be voted on at the same time. We are looking forward to a 
saloonless nation, yet we realize that our vision must be kept alive by untiring 
and relentless activity; that more heed be given to organization and the proper 
conservation and distribution of our forces. 

We recommend the re-appointment of Rev. W. T. McClure and Mr. C. C. 
Carson as trustees of the Anti-Saloon League for the co'ming year.

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Rev. L. H. Vandiver. 

Kev. L.. H. Vandiver was born in Hardy County, Missouri, August 19, 1830. 
Died at Fayette, Missouri, December 24, 1913. He was twice married. First to 
Miss Mary A. Kance, February 23, 1853. Two children were born of this union — 
Hon. Wm. D. Vandiver and Mrs. C. E. Davis. After the death of this wife he was 
married to Mrs. E C. Clover, who, together with his two children, survive him. 

Brother Vandiver was converted and joined the Methodist Church when 
about eighteen years of age. He was licensed to preach in 1870 and joined the 
Southwest Missouri Conference in 1880. He served eight circuits and two stations 
and was useful and successful — receiving about fifteen hundred people into the 
church. 

He was superannuated in 1900. Brother Vandiver was not a profound preacher, 
but w^as earnest and successful, speaking plainly and denouncing sin fearlessly. 

Best' of all, he was a good and true man, full of faith and the Holy Ghost. 
His end was peaceful and he is forever at rest. If faithful we shall meet him 
again in our Father’s House above.

Rev. >V. R. Palmore, D.l). 

William Beverly Palmore was born in Fayette County, Tennessee, February 
24, 1844. He was the son of William Pledge and Elizabeth Ann Palmore. He was 
educated in private schools and in Vanderbilt University. He received the degree 
of Doctor of Divinity from Central College, Fayette, Missouri. Was converted 
soon after the Civil War and joined the M. E. Church, South. He felt the call 
to pleach, was licensed and immediately joined the Southwest Missouri Confer^ 
ence. He served with great acceptability the following charges: Walnut Street 
Church, Kansas City, Missouri; St. Paul’s Church, Springfield; Independence, and 
W'alnut Street Church for the second term. Also Marshall, Jefferson City and 
the Boonville District. 

He took charge of the St. Louis Christian Advocate as editor and manager 
in 1890, and served the church in this capacity till his death. He traveled 
perhaps more than any other man in America; lecturing and preaching in nearly 
every country in the world. He assisted in establishing two Christian schools; 
one in Mexico. Both bear his name. Dr. Palmore was a member of the second 
Ecumenical Methodist Conference held at Washington in 1891; also of the one held 
in London, 1901. Was a member of four General Conferences of his church. He 
was founder of the order of the New Century Knights, president of the Board of 
Central College for Women, located at Lexington, Missouri. He was ex-chaplain 
of the Missouri Senate, the Missouri State Penitenitary; was chosen Prohibition 
nominee for vice president of the United States in 1908, but declined. When 
the Civil War came on he enlisted with the South, joining Marmaduke’s Cavalry, 
and made a brave soldier. 

tVhile in Paris, France, in 1912, he was run over by a cabman and received 
an injury from which he never recovered. . But for this accident he would 
doubtless have met the woeful fate of the huildreds that went down with the 
Titanic. Though he was spared to the church, after about two years it was 
aoticed by his friends that he was failing and they advised him to go to the 
mountains of Virginia with the hope that he might be benefited. He left St. 
Louis June 29th, seemingly in better health. He had a chill on the way and 
'•eached Richmond in a feeble condition. His friends took him at once to his 
niece’s home, where he passed away July 5th, about 12:30 p. m. A brief service 
vvas held at the home by Rev. James Cannon, a vrarm friend of Dr. Palmore’s. 
His remains were brought to St. Louis, where a service was held at Centenary 
Church. Rev. C. M. Hawkins had charge and was assisted by a number of the 
pastors of the city. His honored remains were then taken to Malta Bend, where 
Dr. Woods conducted a service, assisted by Rev. Thos. M. Cobb, and Rev. Z. M. 
Williams. The great crowds that gathered both at St. Louis and Malta Bend 
with sad hearts testified to the great esteem with which they held him. He was 
laid to rest as requested by himself, beside his sainted mother, whose memory 
had been very precious during all the years of his many travels. A great man 
has fallen. One of God’s noblemen has been called to higher service and sweeter 
Joys. 

He loved the church and left all his property, amounting to about one hun- 
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<3 red thousand dollars, to the church to which he belonged. He fought the wrong 
wherever found and stood courageous by what he believed to be right. He had 
a rich Christian experience, was a man of prayer and of great faith. He knew 
Jesus as a personal Savior and with all the energy of his being he held up this 
Savior to mankind everywhere. But he has gone out from our midst and we 
shall know where to find him. His busy brain has ceased to work; his trained 
hand that wrote to the pleasure and edification of thousands, has lost its cun- 
ning; his pen has dropped from his facile fingers; he has often gone out to 
other shores and returned to tell us in his own splendid style what he saw and 
•experienced. But he has gone out to the eternal shores, from which no traveler 
ever returns. 

We all feel that we have lost a true and faithful friend. A strong Chris- 
tian man who has done much good and left the impress of his splendid character 
on more lives young and old than almost any man that has ever lived in our 
great church. We thank God for his life and hope some day to strike glad hands 
with him in that land of pure delight where saints immortal reign. ^Miere 
infinite day excludes the night and pleasures banish pain. 

Kev. L. K. Kdwards. 

Rev. L. B. Edwards was born in Buchanan County, Missouri, August 29. 
1854. Died at Chamois, Missouri, March 31, 1914. He was married three times. 
His third wife and seven children survive him. 

Our brother was brought up in the Roman Catholic faith. About 1896, ht- 
was converted to the Protestant faith, gave his heart to God and at once com- 
menced preparation for the work of the ministry. After preaching in the Chris- 
tian Church for a few years, in 1900 he joined the M. E. Church, South, and 
entered the Western Conference. Later he was transferred to the Southwest 
Missouri Conference and did faithful service for his Lord to the end. 

Brother Edwards was a faithful husband, a kind and good father and lived 
close to his Lord. He died in great peace, exhorting all about him to be faithful 
to the end and meet him in the better world. Peace to his memory and blessing 
upon his family.

Rev. Joseph King, who ascended since our last Conference session, was one 
or our oldest and most beloved brethren. He had been a sufferer for some years 
before his once rugged frame yielded to the forces of dissolution on November 1. 
1913, at Zwolle, Louisiana, in the home of his daughter, Mrs. Ella Williams. 

His remains were tenderly borne back to his adopted state and after ap- 
propriate funeral services at Nevada, Missouri, where he lived so long, conducted 
by Rev. W. T. McClure, J. E. Alexander, J. T. Pritchett and F. M. Burton, he 
was buried on the 5th of same month, at Independence, Missouri. Large com- 
panies of his fellow-workers and friends attended his obsequies, thus testifying 
’.heir love and sorrow. 

According to the best information obtainable, our brother was buried on his 
78th birthdaj". He was an Englishman by birth. On attaining his majority he 
came to America and took up a homestead claim in Kansas Territory, not far 
from Atchison. Here he intended to settle down to a quiet farmer’s life. But 
it was not long before he fell under the influence of two pioneer Methodist 
itinerants — Revs. D. C. O’Howell and Thomas Wallace, and was soundly con- 
verted. He immediately felt the call to preach the Gospel. 

For a long time a conflict raged within his soul, but finally yielding, was 
licensed at the Mt. Pleasant Quarterly Conference by Rev. Thomas Wallace. 
P E., July 14, 1860. At this time he was about twenty-five years old and without 
education. But he possessed a strong intellect, a resolute will and an implicit 
faith in God. And with these he set out to preach and prepare himself for better 
preaching. He soon took rank as a minister of more than average ability and 
efficiency. 

He joined the Western Conference the same year he was licensed to preach, 
and labored there for eighteen years. Then, he was transferred to this Confer- 
ence and served acceptably and successfully for thirty-five years on circuits, 
stations and districts. About ten years ago he felt he had exhausted his strength 
in the active ministry and asked for the superannuate relation, in w’hich relation 
be lived patiently, sweet-spirited and greatly honored and beloved. 
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No sketch of this good man’s life can give any adequate conception of the 
vast amount of good he accomplished. He reached hundreds of sotils with his 
earnest, clear presentation of the Gospel and Godly life. As a counsellor among 
the leaders of the church his convictions were honest and emphatic, and his 
judgments Avere clear and decisive. He appeared sometimes to be severe, but 
this appearance was only because of his high sense of right and duty. In heart 
he was tender, patient and forward to help. 

He enjoyed an experience of Holy Ghost religion; lived an exemplary and 
irreproachable life, and was passionately devoted to w^hat appeared to him to be 
nis duty. As a husband and father he was tender and kind, though firm. To- 
gether with his devoted wife he brought up his children in the nurture and 
admonition of the Lord, and had the joy of seeing them all following him In 
the blessed way. He loved the work of the Methodist itinerant and loved all 
his brethren in the ministry to whom he sent affectionate messages when he 
could meet with them no more in Conference. 

We miss him greatly, and sorrow after him. But, nevertheless, we rejoice 
with him in his realized hope of immortal glory in the unveiled presence of his 
:r>avior and Lord, hoping to join him there bye and bye. 

Rev. I). Stewart, 

W. D. Stewart was admitted to the St. Louis Conference in 1857, and died 
at Keytesville, Missouri, 1914. 

We regret that we do not know the time nor place of his birth, nor the 
exact date of his death. However, these things count lightly in the biography 
of one whose life was a benediction to his generation and Brother Stewart yet 
speaks to us through the lives he influenced for good through his rugged but 
wonderful personality. He was not an educated man in the sense of scholastic 
training, but the spirit of the Lord was upon him and as a pioneer for Christ he 
hunted out the evil places where by his earnest presentation of the Gospel, linked 
with magnificent exhortations, he opened the pathways to heavenly citizenship 
for many who w’ere foreigners and strangers to God’s kingdom.

Brother White had been in this world seventy-seven years and nine 
months, and was one of Warsaw’s most highly respected citizens for thirty-eight 
years. He was born in New Market, Indiana, July 1, 1836. He was the son of 
Joseph and Lucinda Kelsy White. His father was a native of Pennsylvania and 
a Methodist preacher, his mother a native of Kentucky. The deceased' was a 
Christian from early childhood and began his public work as an exhorter at 
the age of eighteen ; from exhorter to an active member of the Methodist Itiner- 
ancy of Indiana.
